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PREAMBLE 

(CONSTITUTION) 

Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Poor 
Saints*  Baptist  Association. 

Article  2.  This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  only  regular 
Baptist  Churches  in  good  standing. 

Article  3.  The  object  of  this  Association  is  to  train  members 
lo  love  on  another  as  Christ  has  commanded.  To  raise  money  to 
help  take  care  of  its  members,  to  see  that  they  will  not  be  com- 
pelled to  receive  necessitis  of  life  frome  the  charity  of  the  world 
and  ministered  by  strangers  when  they  bcom  disable. 

Article  4.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Modera- 
tor, Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer. 

Article  5.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  and  continue 
in  office,  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected. 

Articl  6.  Each  church  representing  in  the  association,  shall 
send  not  more  than  three  delegates,  being  members  of  the  church. 

Articl  7.  Three  (|3.00)  Dollars  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Association  and  a  letter  stating  how  much  for  burial  expenses, 
now  much  in  the  treasurer,  and  other  information. 

Article  8.  No  difficulties  in  churches  of  this  body  shall  be 
heard  by  this  Association. 

Article  9.  Visiting  members  of  our  faith  and  in  good  standing 
may  participate  in  the  deliberations  of  this  body,  but  not  to  vote.

Article.  13.  The  Bible  and  the  Baptist  Church  Directory 
shall  govern  the  deliberations  of  this  body. 

Article  14.  This  Constitution  can  be  changed  at  any  regular 
meeting  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the  members  present  by  giving 
twelve  months  notice. 

Article  15.    All  delegates  attending  this  Association  shall 
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v/ear  a  bladge  badge  inital  A.  F.  C.  in  God  Guilt  with  gold  fringe 
at  bottom  and  if  any  delegate  attend  this  Association  without 
said  badge  shall  not  be  allowed  to  take  any  part  in  the  delibera- 
tions of  this  body  while  in  session. 

Article  16.  Any  baptist  member  in  good  standing  may  be- 
come an  annual  member  of  this  body  by  paying  the  sum  of  50  cents 
a  life  member  by  paying  the  sum  of  |3.00. 

Article  17.  All  life  or  annual  members  will  be  benefited  in 
this  Association  as  the  body  see  fit.

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M3DERAT0R'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS 


The  MDieratcr's  Annual  Address  Before  The  Twenty-First  Annual 
Session  of  the  Poor  Saints'  Baptist  Association,  Held  With 
the  Twilight  Baptist  Church,  Near  Weldon,  N.  C  Sep- 
tember 8th  and  9th,  1926.    In  Part,  the  Moderator  Said: 

"Brother  Vice-Moderator,  Brother  Officers,  Brethren,  Sisters  and 
Friends  of  the  Poor  Saints'  Baptist  Association: 

Dear  Brethren  and  Sisters : 

"God  has  blest  us  to  maet  at  the  Twenty-First  mile  post,  try- 
ing to  function  the  motto  of  our  Lord  and  Master."  ^ 
The  Harvest  Is  Great 

This  morning,  finds  us  still  pressing  on  the  upward  way.  The 
captain  of  salvation  still  directs  His  followers  over  the  top;  say- 
ing: .  "The  harvest  is  truly  great,  and  the  laborers  are  few." 

There  lies  before  the  church  of  Christ — great  Problems.  Arise 
Oh!  Zion;  put  on  thy  strength  and  arm  for  the  toil.  Within  the 
church  of  Christ  can  only  be  found  the  true  remedy  for  these  ills. 
Do  we  as  a  church  and  association  ever  expect  a  realization  of  our 
hopes  in  the  future?  Never  until  we  return  to  that  religion  that 
works  by  faith  and  purifies  the  heart.  For  the  heart  of  men  and 
women  send  forth  their  every  day  action.  For  God  has  said  from 
the  heart  man  speaketh. 

A  religion  that  does  not  go  out  for  one's  fellowman,  will  not 
do  to  meet  God  with.  Our  Saviour  showed  this  in  the  prayer  He 
taught. 

There  is  not  a  pronoun  in  the  singular  number  in  all  the  Lord's 
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prayer.  It  is  not  *'my  father,"  but  "our  father".  It  is  not  give 
"me"  my  daily  bread — but  "our"  daily  bread. 

Not  for  our  own  good  should  we  pray  and  work  only,  but  for 
the  good  of  others,  because  we  cannot  hope  to  obtain  so  much 
more  than  we  are  willing  to  give.  A  man  went  to  a  doctor's  resi- 
dence and  knocked  at  his  door  and  askt  the  little  lad,  "is  your  fath- 
er at  home?"  He  replied,  "No;"  well,  where  do  you  think  I 
could  find  him?  "Well,  ycu  will  look  for  some  place  where  people 
are  sick  or  hurt,  or  something  like  that.  I  don't  know  where  he 
is  but  he  is  helping  somewhere.' 

This  is  what  Jesus  wants  us  to  do ;  get  out  into  the  hedges  and 
highways,  find  the  lame  holt  and  blind,  that  the  world  may  see 
that  we  are  helping  somewhere. 

Oh !  Brethren  and  Sisters :  Get  busy  helping  somewhere  and 
somehow.  Listen,  my  Brothers,  right  will  triumph;  and  those 
who  banish  and  persecute  others  are  alarmed  for  their  own  wrong. 
But  the  practical  heavenly  philosophy  shows  man  a  better  way. 
Let  the  mad  man  rage;  let  the  monarch  tremble.  Let  the  politi- 
cian fear.  Right  will  persist  in  spite  of  every  soap  box  orator. 
Wrong  and  fear  are  twins,  sleeping  in  the  same  cradle.
